Ohio will pay about $85 more for 
natural gas this winter than

G erald Foster, m anager for 
Columbia Gas of Ohio in the 
Salem area, said Columbia is 
not discounting the im pact the 
cold w eather and higher rates 
are having on gas bills and the 
hardship this is causing som e 
custom ers 
"To help out, Columbia is 
offering custom ers a special 
paym ent plan that will perm it 
custom ers to spread the cost of 
additional gas they have used 
because of the extrem ely cold 
te m p e ra tu re s over se v e ra l 
months at no extra cost,” he 
said 
"Any custom er who antici 
pates having trouble paying a 
gas hill should contact the local 
gas company office as soon as 
possible and ask for d etails," he 
said 
The study released by the 
company today shows that this 
w inter the com pany’s average 
residential user can expect to 
pay $298 94 for gas service This 
projection is based on current 
statew ide average rates, actual 
consum ption for the first four 
months of the winter and pro­ 
jected consumption based on 
normal w eather for M arch and 
April 
The sam e average custom er 
paid $214 50 for natural gas 
service last winter, based on 
actual consumption figures and 
average rates in effect 
The study shows the average 
custom er has paid $67 27 more 
for natural gas during Novem 
her, Decem ber, January and 
February of this winter than 
during the sam e ptrfod last 
w inter, based on actual con­ 
sum ption and average rates in 
effect 
Foster said increases in bills 
for individual custom ers will 


vary depending on the amount 
of gas consumed and rates in 
the 
d ifferen t 
co m m u n ities 
serv ed 
by 
C olum bia 
The 
amount of gas used depends on 
tin- size 
of 
the 
home, 
the 
amount of insulation and other 
factors 
Foster said higher gas bills 
thus far this winter can be 
attributed to a 23.5 per cent 
increase in gas consumption 
because of cold w eather and an 
18 per cent increase in the 
a v e ra g e c o st per thousand 
cubic feet of gas 
He said gas bills would have 
been higher if it has not been for 
the outstanding conservation 
effort on the part of Ohio’s 
residential users 
"Consumption is up only 23 5

Crime Presence In Arizona

Sen. Barry Goldwater said 
today "I’m shocked and I’m 
resentful” about news stories 
alleging 
he condoned 
the 
presence of organized crime in 
Arizona, and he indicated he 
may sue. 
“If this suit is brought, it will 
probably be the biggest ever 
brought in the history of the 
United States,” he said. 
Goldwater said his lawyers 
are looking at the stories. 
The articles, written by a 
team of investigative reporters 
and editors, charged that 
Goldwater and 
his 
brother, 
Robert, were friendly with mob 
figures who, the story said, 
were implicated in state cor­ 
ruption. 
The team, Investigative Re­ 
porters and E ditors 
Inc., 
consists of 36 reporters and 
editors from 25 newspapers and 
broadcast stations who looked 
into corruption in Arizona 
following the bombing murder 
last June of Arizona Republic 
reporter Don Bolles. 
"I don’t like to get in law 
suits,” he said today on ABC’s 
Good Morning America show 
“I’ve been in one in my life 
and I won i t ... but I’m not going 
to allow 
my 
name 
to be 
besmirched by somebody from 
gangridden Long Island.” 
Goldwater referred to Boh 


Greene, a reporter for News- 
day, a newspaper in Garden 
City, NY, team leader for the 
36 reporters and editors who 
had worked on the series. 
“I challenge him to bring up 
the name of one nationally 
known gangster 
in 
Arizona 
today,” Goldwater said 
“If 
they’re there, I don’t know 
about them.” 
“I'm a United States senator, 
I’m not in the legislature of 
Arizona,” he said. “I’m not the 
governor.

Glenn argues that a B-l could

Pentagon officials that he will 
withdraw support for the in­

Funds 
for 
two

New price hikes brought on 
by sm aller harvests and stock­ 
piling at retail and consumer 
levels have pushed wholesale 
ground coffee prices past $4 a 
pound. 
The moves by the Folger 
Coffee Co. of Cincinnati and 
CFS Continental of Chicago 
marked the first time major 
US. coffee ro asters 
lifted 
wholesale ground coffee prices 
above $4 a pound 
Brazilian producers, mean­ 
while, said a drought in that 
nation’s Sao Paulo region could 
seriously harm future produc­ 
tion and force prices even 
higher. 
Folger, the nation’s No. 2 
roaster, said Monday it was 
boosting w holesale ground 
coffee prices by 50 cents to $4.18 
a pound. CFS, the No. 1 in­ 
stitutional roaster, said it was 
raising ground coffee prices 30 
cents a pound “to above the $4 
m ark.” 
It was the third price in­ 
crease, totaling $1.10 a pound, 
set by Folger since Feb. 3. 
Folger also said it was hiking 
wholesale instant prices by 10 
cents an ounce. 
The Folger increases take 
effect immediately and should 
be reflected on superm arket 
shelves within 60 days, the 
normal lag period before hikes 
reach the consumer CP’S in­ 
creases take effect April 11. 
Both companies attributed 
the hikes to spiraling prices for 


green coffee. In London, the 
International Coffee Organiza­ 
tion said a study by importing 
and exporting nations showed 
the green bean price explosion 
was triggered by sm aller 
harvests and a tendency by 
retailers and consumers 
to 
build up stocks. 
The study said a July 1975 
frost that destroyed 73.5 per 
cent of Brazil’s 1976 coffee crop, 
along with adverse weather 
conditions in other exporting 
nations and political disrup­ 
tions forced producers to dip 
into stocks to meet increased 
demand. 
It said traders’ concern over 
supplies and 
stockpiling at 
retail and consumer levels fired 
demand on world markets. 
The study estimated world 
stocks for the 1976-77 coffee 
year would plummet to 13 
million bags — eight million 
held by Brazil and the rest by 
other producing nations — from 
35 million bags a year earlier. 
Brazil said a drought was 
hindering coffee replanting 
efforts in the southern state of 
Sao Paulo. The state Agricul­ 
ture Department said planta­ 
tions in the region lost as much 
as 50 per cent of recently 
planted coffee trees. 
The trees were planted after 
the July 1975 frost. The drought 
at present will not greatly af­ 
fect Brazilian production, but 
may seriously hurt future 
production if it continues, the 
department said. 
Sebring Council OKs 
Ambulance Contract 


SEBRING — Village Council 
approved an ambulance ser­ 
vice contract with Alliance at 
its meeting Monday night.

Larger Block Grants 
Seen For Small Cities

WASHINGTON - The Carter 
Administration has unveiled its 
plan to rid cities of slums and 
blighted neighborhoods and it 
will likely mean fewer — but 
larg er 
— 
com m unity 
development block grants to 
America’s sm aller cities. 
P atricia R oberts H arris, 
President 
C a rte r’s 
new 
secretary of Housing and 
Urban Development, has spent 
a good deal of her first days on 
the job explaining the specifics 
of the President’s campaign 
pledge to revitalize decaying 
urban areas. HUD, she said, 
“will become a national ad­ 
vocate of cities.” 
But it’s the cities in greatest 
need — usually the older, larger 
ones — that will likely benefit 
most from the $12.45 billion Mr 
Carter wants 
to 
spend 
on 
co m m unity 
d ev elo p m en t 
grants during his requested 
three year extension of the 
program. This is a marked 
increase over the $8.5 billion 
that will be spent during the 
first 
three 
y ears 
of 
the 
program 
In fiscal 1978, Mr. Carter has 
requested $4 billion, an in­ 
crease of $750 million over 
existing spending levels and

than 
President Ford planned to

But Carter has followed the 
lead of Ford and recommended 
a “dual formula” approach to 
replace the existing needs 
formula that nearly everyone 
was displeased with. 
Mr. Carter will perm it cities 
to choose between two formuli.

housing; or a new one that 
throws in “age of housing.” 
This will enable cities to choose 
the funding vehicle that gives 
them the most money and also 
gives a boost to the older cities

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A Bump-er Crop 


Both Columbiana and Mahoning Counties 
boast of being farm districts and the winter of 
1976-77 proved just that—both produced a 
bumper crop of potholes on the streets and high­ 
ways. 
Because of the problem, the national Tire 
Industry Safety Council has come up with some 
suggestions for coping with the problem. 
“Winter weather always takes its toll on our 
streets and highways, but this spring we expect 
the damage to be heavier than ever because of 
the unusually severe cold,” 
says Council 
Chairman Malcolm R.Lovell, Jr. “Once the snow 
and ice have disappeared, the tire hazards 
remain — potholes, cracks, sand and loose 
gravel.” 
‘T his is probably going to be the toughest 
winter on our roads in recent history,” said Tom 
Hyland of the Federal Highway Administration. 
“We expect the damage to be very severe, 
creating hazards' to both the tires and the 
automoDile. 
“During winter, water frequently works its 
way to the sub course of the pavement and 
freezes. This constant freezing and thawing 
causes patches in pavement to break out,” 
Hyland said. 
“When the water runs away it creates hollow 
spaces under the pavement and traffic simply 
pounds it down and breaks it up, especially on 
local streets and secondary roads which aren’t 
constructed as durably as our main highways,” 
he added. 
The Tire Industry Safety Council says only 


proper care and maintenance of tires will insure 
safety and savings during the hazards of spring 
driving. 
The Council recommends three precautions 
drivers should take: 
1. Insure that the tires are properly inflated. 
Under or over-inflated tires only increase the 
chance of disablement when hitting a pothole 
with sufficient force. 
2. Slow down. The force of impact between 
tires and stones or potholes increases sharply 
with speed, according to the US. Department of 
Transportation. 
3. Avoid hitting potholes if possible, but keep 
an eye out for other motorists when leaving your 
lane or swerving to miss a damaged place in the 
pavement. 
“Modern tires are built to take it,’ but there is 
a limit to what rubber and fabric will endure,” 
said Lovell. “ If you want to avoid cuts, bruises 
and blow-outs, slow down on bad roads and give 
your tires a chance.” 
In addition to possible tire damage from 
striking potholes, the automobile itself may 
suffer too. Tire and wheel balance and the 
vehicle’s front end alignment may be thrown off, 
the Council says. 
“We want to stress to motorists everywhere, ’ 
Lovell said, “the best way to deal with potholes 
and road damage until repairs can be made is 
properly inflate your tires and slow down on bad 
roads.” 
And, just one last bit of advice from the back 
seat driver — Lode out, there’s another one! 
Computerized Recalls 


Since 1970, about 12 million cars and trucks 
have been involved in safety defect recall 
campaigns. Even though the cost of correcting 
defects is borne by the manufacturer, in a third 
of these cases — or about four million vehicles — 
the owners have never bothered to bring them in 
for inspection. 
Fortunately, this does not necessarily mean 
that there are that many unsafe vehicles on the 
road. General Motors, for example, recalled 1.2 
million cars and trucks in 1974 and found only 
1,200, or one-tenth of one per cent, actually 
needed correction. 
By way of making the recall net tighter, 
however, GM has lust introduced a Com­ 


puterized Recall Identification System (CRIS) to 
provide instant information to its dealers as to 
whether recall work has been performed on 
vehicles in their inventories, plus those that 
come in for service. 
A dealer simply enters certain segments of a 
vehicle’s identification number by tough-tone 
telephone or teletypewriter and the central 
computer replies with the recall status of that 
vehicle. The system will be updated monthly 
with current safety information. 
Although CRIS only contains data on GM 
vehicles and the program relies on the initiative 
of the dealer, it is a welcome steo toward greater 
highway safetv. 
Amy Builds A Tree House

WASHINGTON. A week or so 
ago, the President gleefully 
disclosed that he and daughter 
Amy had been “out in the front 
yard of the W hite House 
designing a tree house that is 
going to be built for her.” 
Washington’s press corps will 
be in seventh heaven. 
After two months in which he 
has done nothing but pardon the 
d raft 
evaders, 
c re a te 
a 
Departm ent of Energy, fill out 
his Cabinet, conduct three state 
dinners, and hold four press 
conferences, a fireside chat and 
a dial-in, Mr. C arter has finally 
made some news. The days of 
his do-nothing administration 
are at an end. 
The construction of Amy’s 
tree house promises to be the 
biggest story of the spring. By 
the time this edifice is con­ 
structed — if it ever is con 
structed — the President is 
likely to wish he were back in 
Plains Indeed, to Judge from 
experience in these m atters, it 
seems doubtful that even a man 
of Mr 
C a rte r's prodigious 
energies 
can simultaneously 
ruil the government and erect a 
tree house on the White House 
lawn. He had better abandon 
one undertaking or the other. 
Some of us recall the traum a 
experienced by Mr. Nixon when 
he advanced a modest proposal 
to roof over a swimming pool 
and build new quarters for the 
press. The resulting turmoil 
contributed significantly to the 
sub-clinical paranoia that led to 
Watergate. We also recall the 
building of Lyndon Johnson’s 
iog house There was Gerald 
F o rd ’s 
outdoor, 
enclosed 
swimming pool 
Earlier the 


country went into convulsions 
over Harry Trum an’s balcony. 
AND NOW THIS! Zounds! 
The President repeatedly has 
emphasized that he is merely 
one of the people; he eschews 
special privilege; he disdains 
lim ousines; 
he shuns 
the 
powers he might assert from 
imperial office. This being true, 
Mr. Carter surely will make no 
aff«rt to bypass the obstacles, 
pitfalls and frustrations that 
m ust 
be 
endured 
by 
homebuilders everywhere. 
First, the design Mr. Carter, 
in his burst of good humor, said 
that “Amy and I" intend to be 
their own architects. This will 
never do. For so important a 
work as this tree house, nothing 
less than a design competition 
will 
suffice. 
The 
American 
Institute of Architects will have 
to be summoned. Six months to 
a year should be allowed. 
The design cannot go forward 
until The Tree has been chosen. 
On this vital matter, the client’s 
wishes may be persuasive, but 
they cannot be conclusive. The

Obviously, the entire project 
will depend upon the filing of a 
satisfactory E nvironm ental 
Impact Statement (EIS) with 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency 
(EPA). 
How 
many 
limbs must be removed? How 
many small branches? How 
many tw igs? What is the 
diam eter of the twigs? How 
many nails will be embedded in 
the tree? What kind of nails? 
Why do you want to build this 
structure anyhow? 
Other federal agencies will 
have to be satisfied. Some 
months ago, the Occupational

documents disclose there’s now 
doubt that the ailing, aging for­ 
mer coaldiggers’ union chief, 
Tony Boyle, did conspire and 
give the King Henry II order to 
have rebel Jock Y ablonski 
murdered in 1969’s final days. 
It was congressional assassi­ 
nation committee chief counsel 
Dick Sprague who unleashed 
the action against Boyle during 
the days when the controversial 
lawyer was special prosecuting 
attorney in Pennsylvania. 
Alleged motivation for the 
Yablonski assassination was an 
a ttem p t 
to 
prevent 
the 
dissidents, 
who were 
steel­ 
w o rk ers’ 
Ed 
Sadlow ski’s 
“ inspiration,” from exposing 
presum ed 
financial 
m is­ 
management of the $60 million 
United Mine Workers (UMW) 
under Boyle. 
This successor to the leonine, 
mythical John L. Lewis now is 
serving three lifetime term s for 
the ghastly murder of Yablon­ 
ski and his wife and daughter. 
But a new trial was ordered 
some weeks ago by the Penn­ 
sylvania supreme court. 
Despite the subsequent rout 
and purge of the Boyle legions 
because of the understandable 
h o rro r 
of 
the 
Y ablonski 
slayings, the coaldiggers’ na­ 
tional 
h ead q u arters 
here 
haven’t flourished under the 
great reform. Nor are the UMW 
finances in any healtheir condi­ 
tion. Worse in fact. 
AND WHAT IS even more 
grim is the fact that the White 
House energy chiefs have just 
been told that a national coal 
strike, which would shut down 
E 
arts of the steel industry and 
rown out cities, is “ inevi­ 
table” this winter. 
At the beginning, back in 
1972, the miners' reformers had 
more arrogant answers to those 
who questioned them than 
Sophia Loren has curves. So 
what happened to the union 
which the reformers ran as the 
model on which the steel union 
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d issen ters would cam paign 
some years later? 
What a model of-reform! The 
mine workers' union, under the 
n e rv e -w ra c k e d 
c ru s a d e r 
Arnold Miller, ran up a $7.7 
million deficit during the years 
1975 and 1976. And the projec­ 
tion is for a total loss of $12 
million for the three years 
ending Jan. 1, 1978. 
So broke is the UMW, now 
splintered and scorched by civil 
w ar during the union’s current 
presidential race which will 
culminate this June, that it has 
its controlling stock of the Na­ 
tional Bank of Washington up 
for sale. One Arab combination 
reportedly has bid $50 million 
for the union’s bank securities 
(75 per cent 
of 
the 
bank 
shares). 
FURTHER, the UMW high 
com m and 
is 
talking 
of 
liquidating its $7 million worth 
of bonds. Point is, why all this 
financial drain — down what 
drain, rather — in a union with 
150,000 active members? 
F o r 
lots 
of 
reasons. 
Traditionally, the coaldiggers’ 
anti-Boyle reformer types are, 
in the words of one top union 
chief, merely men “who were 
in the kitchen and who wanted 
to get into the parlor.” Two 
men now are running against 
M iller. 
One 
a 
refo rm er, 
secretary -treasu 
* 
H arry 
Patrick. 
Anothei 
reputed 
Boyle loyalist, Le» 
jy P atter­ 
son, a regional Kentucky offi­ 
cial. 
There’s no effective union- 
wide leadership. No one really 
of status or stature in this labor 
organization at the jugular of 
our country. Too many rank- 
and-file coaldiggers have been 
seeing themselves in prolet-cult 
(p ro letarian culture) avant- 
garde movies. Too many have 
played old victrola records of 
ancient oppression and believe 
vintage tunes, such as “Just 
like a tree that’s planted by the 
water, we shall not be moved," 
are their national anthems. 
THAT’S NONSENSE. That's 
New York off-off-off Broadway 
action theater. But who can tell 
this to the $100-a-day young 
miners who'd rather pop out of 
the pit than into it despite the 
high pay and unprecedented 
fringe benefits’’ They can sense 
roving picket squads above 
from 500 feet below ground. 
Thus, at the moment I’m 
writing this there are some 33,- 
000 miners above ground — 
striking. T hat’s almost 25 per 


cent of the coal mines’ active 
work force on any one day. 
These strikes are slashing the 
energy capacity of the nation — 
and the capacity of the United 
Mine Workers Health and Re­ 
tirement Funds to care for the 
coaldiggers them selves, the 
retirees and their families. 
There are some 10,000 men 
"out of the pits in southern West 
Virginia — and thousands of 
others cheering the roving 
picket squads in Pennsylvania, 
Illinois and Indiana. And you 
can whip up a roving band as 
easily as you can organize a 
Commission for the Center for 
the Institute for the Analysis of 
Human Collision Im pact in this 
national capital. In the mine­ 
fields, strik e decisions are 
made at open rallies controlled 
by undisciplined rank and 
filers. 
Obviously, these are illegal 
(wildcat) stoppages. 
T hese strik es 
protesting 
punishment for extended ab­ 
senteeism, or disciplining for 
refusal to present true health 
data on illness etc., have in the 
past five years cost the miners 
$291.7 million in wages. And 
their health and pensions funds 
have lost $79.3 million in em ­ 
ployers’ royalty paym ents. 
Now the funds’ (there are four 
of these trusts) official guar­ 
dians say that the health bene­ 
fits will have to be cut or elimi­ 
nated if the strikes continue. 
And these reductions in 
health coverage as well as in 
death benefits and pensions, 
will affect 800,000 m iners, 
retirees and their families. 
T hat’s an amazing figure — but 
not as amazing as the coal­ 
diggers who don’t realize their 
responsibility to these p;eople of 
the pits and to the nation. 
Who says coal is a steady 
available source of energy? No 
one can. Least of all, the re­ 
formers. 


WEIGHT’S EFFECT 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
child’s weight at birth may 
have a direct effect on how well 
he or she succeeds in school, 
according to research spon­ 
sored by the National Institute 
of Education. 
Findings of the University of 
Minnesota researchers show 
that regardless of sex or length 
of term childrep who weigh five 
pounds or less at birth tend to 
fall behind heavier children in 
both 
m ental 
and 
motor 
development. 


WASHINGTON — (NEA) — 
No one paid much attention last 
year when candidate Jimm y 
C arter repeatedly deplored the 
‘‘steady 
erosion 
and 
weakening” of the American 
family and promised action to 
reverse that trend if elected. 
It sounded like more of the 
old apple-pie and-motherhood 
rhetoric so common to political 
campaigns, mere lip service to 
the virtues and verities of 
yesteryear. 
But once again, the pundits 
and political 
pros 
under­ 
estimated C arter’s seriousness 
of purpose. The new president 
has wasted no time in launching 
his promised effort to develop a 
“strong pro-family policy.” 
As S ecretary of H ealth, 
Education and 
Welfare, 
he 
chose his campaign adviser on 
family policy — former Lyndon 
Johnson aide Joseph Califano, 
who was recruited by Vice 
President W alter F. Mondale, 
long the leading congressional 
advocate of programs to assist 
families. 
TO OBTAIN expert advice 
and build public support for 
g re a te r 
governm ent 
in­ 
volvement in the family sphere, 
C arter has scheduled a full- 
scale White House Conference 
on the Family for late next 
year, allocating $3 million for 
the project in his very first 
budget. 
And to d em onstrate his 
concern in the meantime, the 
president has sought more than 
$1 billion in additional HEW 
spending above the amounts 
allocated by his predecessor for 
programs specifically targeted 
on children and their families. 
There is extra money to 
upgrade federally supported 
day care center, train more 
family doctors, detect and treat 
the health problems of poor 
children, improve foster care 
and adoption programs, 
in­ 
crease parental involvement in 
Head Start and to help middle- 
income families meet soaring 
college tuition costs, to name 
just a few of the programs 
C arter wants to beef up. 
“We 
have placed 
special 
emphasis on the needs of the 
children of America — our most 
E 
recious national asset and our 
est investment in the future,” 
Califano told a House com­ 
mittee last week. 
Until the White House Con­ 
ference on the Family is held, 


C arter probably will not seek 
any major new legislation on 
the subject. He remembers 
what happened to 
Mondale 
when 
the 
vice 
president 
championed a sweeping child 
and family services bill in 
Congress a few years ago. 
The initial version of the 
Mondale measure, the most 
com prehensive 
legislative 
proposal ever crafted in the 
fam ily services field, w as 
E 
assed by Congress but vetoed 
y Richard Nixon, who com­ 
plained of the cost of its day 
care provisions and charged 
that it would bring unwise 
governm ent 
intrusion 
into 
family life. 
WHEN MONDALE and Rep. 
John Brademas, D-Ind., in­ 
troduced a somewhat more 
modest version a couple of 
years ago, they ran into one of 
the most astounding grass roots 
opposition campaigns — based 
almost entirely on anonymous, 
totally misleading flyers — 
ever to hit Congress. 
House members and senators 
were inundated with letters 
from parents fearful that the 
bill would dilute their authority 
over their children and put the 
governm ent into collective 
child-rearing schemes. 
It would have done no such 
thing, as it happens, but the 
public 
reaction 
w as 
so 
hysterical that the measure 
w as 
quietly 
shelved 
and 
Mondale, its chief architect, 
never m entioned the word 
“family” throughout his vice 
presidential campaign. 
The vice president learned an 
important political lesson from 
the experience, one which 
C arter has clearly absorbed as 
well. 
Americans are indeed con­ 
cerned about sky-rocketing 
divorce rates, soaring juvenile 
delinquency, inadequate child 
care facilities and all the other 
problem s afflicting fam ilies 
today. But they want help, not 
in terference, 
from 
the 
government 
in 
coping 
with 
their problems. 
The White House Conference 
on the Family should perm it a 
m u c h -n e e d e d 
n a tio n a l 
discussion of just what the 
government can realistically do 
to strengthen family life in this 
country without encroaching 
upon the most personal ana 
private relationships which can 
exist between individuals.

Mentis Named At Vermillion 


Paul M entis, form er head football coach 
and athletic director at Salem High, has 
been nam ed head football coach at V er­ 
million High School for the 1977-78 school 
year. 
M entis, who led the Q uakers to their 
winningest m ark in som e 16 seasons during 
his tenure as head coach here, signed a 
m ulti-year contract as coach of the Class 
AAA Sailors on Saturday. His appointm ent 
was approved by the Vermillion Board of 
Education last night. 
M entis, who owns a career coaching 
m ark of 80-58-2, has spent five years in 
Salem , coaching and directing in several 
phases of athletics He cam e here in 1972 
and took over a program that had won two 
gam es in two seasons and lost 15 straight. 
The Southwest Missouri State College 
graduate guided the Salem squad to a 7-3 
mark his first season at the helm and in 
three seasons as head coach posted an 
overall record of 17 wins and 13 losses His 
7-3 record 
in 
1972 was 
the best a c ­ 
complished 
here 
since 
Blaine 
Morton 
guided the Quakers to a 9-1 cam paign in 
1960, his first season at the helm. 
After posting back-to-back records of 7-3, 
6 4 and 4-6, Mentis resigned his coaching 
duties in order to fill the position of athletic 
director, vacated by retiring F red Cope a t 
the close of the 1974-75 school year. 
Longing to get back into the coaching 
ranks, Mentis resigned as Salem ’s AD a t 
the conclusion of the 1975-76 school year 
and accepted a freshm an coaching position 
under current head coach Bill Davies. 
U nder M entis an d c o u n te rp a rt B a rt 
Dockry, the freshm en posted a 6-0 record 
Along with being unbeaten, the freshm en 
were also unscored upon. 
A father of 
two children, 
daughter 
B arbara (Akron U niversity) and son John 
(a Salem freshm an), M entis and his wife 


D oris, currently reside at 1432 Buckeye 
Circle and plan to move to Vermillion at the 
nearest possible date. 
M entis anticipates a rebuilding program 
at Vermillion, which m uch resem bles the 
one here in 1972. 
The Sailors have posted back-to-back 3-7 
records under form er coach Jim Seik, who 
has already vacated his coaching position 
to enter private business. 
“I 
anticipate 
another 
tough job 
of 
rebuilding a p rogram ,” the 46-year-old 
Mentis stated yesterday. “But it represents 
a challenge and I am looking forw ard to it." 
M entis, a 1949 graduate of Mt Vernon 
High School, began his coaching career as 
an assistant coach at Coshocton High 
School in 1960 He accepted his first head 
coaching job the following year at Roseville 
High School, (south of Zanesville), where 
he posted a three-year record of 18-11-1. 
In 1964, Mentis was nam ed head football 
coach at W illard High School, where he 
again put in a three-year tenure and posted 
an overall record of 28-12. 
Following two-year stays at Oak H arbor 
and Portsm outh High, w here M entis posted 
respective m arks of 10-10 and 7-12-1, he 
cam e to Salem in 1972. 
Of leaving Salem . M entis said, “I ’d 
certainly like to thank the Salem a d ­ 
m inistration, nam ely R obert Pond and 
Randy Engle. They have alw ays treated 
me with the greatest respect and alw ays 
tried to help me in any way while connected 
with Salem athletics.” 
Two of his greatest coaching thrills here 
w ere his team of 1972 and last y e a r’s fresh­ 
m an team , which included on its roster his 
son John.

Circle of wood makes 
a perfect jar top

DEAR POLLY — I broke the lid to one of my glass 
canisters and have not been able to find one to replace 
it. I have seen such canisters with cork tops but cannot 
find them either. I hope someone can give me an idea 
for a replacement. — MRS R.O. 


DEAR MRS.R.O. — You could have a circle of wood cut 
slightly larger than the opening in your canister. The wood 
could be from one-half to one-inch thick, according to the 
height of the canister. Stain it dark and it should look very 
nice. On the underneath side put in three brads with rubber 
tips such as used for electric wiring. The brads will keep the 
top from shifting on the jar. I have seen ice buckets with such 
tops. The top can be used as a cutting board for tiny jobs such 
as slicing a lemon,, etc. Perhaps some of our readers have 
solved the same problem in other ways and will share their 
ideas with us. — POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with those drivers who 
pull into intersections even though it is obvious that they can­ 
not get all the way across.

With 
the help of doctors, parents and 
friends, 1 m astered most dif­ 
ficulties and now live a norm al 
life. 
W’hat happened to me was 
som ething nobody could help or 
prevent. But what would you 
say if som eday your crippled 
child asked you, “ Why aidn’t 
you protect m e? Why didn’t you 
get m e the vaccination0’’ 
Many parents are unaw are of 
the danger because, thank God, 
th ere h a s n ’t been a 
polio 
epidem ic in a long tim e 
It 
could

a g a in —HOPE 
SOMEBODY LISTENS 
DEAR HO PE: So do I In the 
m eantim e, oral polio vaccines 
are available free of charge to 
any school-age child in Chicago 
and Cook County. P aren ts who 
are interested should call the 
Board of Health They will be 
referred to the nearest clinic 
P aren ts in other cities should 
phone their own City or County 
Health 
D epartm ents 
for 
in­ 
fo rm atio n 
as 
to 
w hat 
is 
available in their area. 
And w hile w e’re on the 
subject, hear this from Health, 
E d u catio n 
and 
W elfare 
S ecretary Joseph A Cali fa no, 
J r . : 
‘‘S ix teen m illion ch ild ren 
under 14 years of age have not 
been vaccinated against polio 
Of course these program s are 
expensive, but I will find the 
money to fund them .’’

for vaccinating children are as 
follows: Polio: Three shots at 
two, four and 18 months of age. 
At five y ears—a booster 
D iphtheria, whooping cough 


and tetanus: Protection irom 
all three diseases can be ob­ 
tained in one shot This shot 
should be given in four doses- 
the first at two months of age, 
again at four months, again at 
six m onths and finally at 10 
months.

One shot

epidem ic occurs, in w hich case 
the parents should consult a

v a c ­ 
cination. 
Rubella or G erm an m easles:

State To Appeal Columbus 
Unhjjtmed 
School Segregation Ruling 


COLUMBUS (U PI) - The 
state Board of Education has 
decided to appeal a federal 
court decision 
which 
found 
Columbus public schools to be 
illegally segregated, but has 
turned the legal chore over to 
the state attorney general’s 
office to eliminate the cost of 
special counsel. 


The board authorized the 
appeal Monday, 19 to 3, over 
vigorous objections from a pair 
of black board members who 
asked their colleagues to “ put 
this case to rest and get on with 
desegregating the schools of 
this state." 


At the same time, the board 
directed that the parties in the 
Columbus schools case be 
convened to start work on a 


desegregation plan.

week" to begin the task 
Judge Robert M. Duncan of 
US.District Court in Columbus 
has asked for a progress report 
on the Columbus desegregation 
case by March 28. A plan must 
be submitted by June 6

to the Sixth US.Circuit Court of 
Appeals to obtain clarification 
of a ‘‘controlling question of law 
in which there are differences 
of opinion."

of the program. 
A 
GM 
spokesman 
said 
Monday the firm ‘‘decided not 
to exercise its option to sponsor 
the television special.” He said 
the decision “ reflects our 
conclusion that commercial 
sponsorship could be regarded 
as inappropriate to the subject 
of the film 
We continue to 
admire its purpose and artistic 
merit." 
NBC said it was trying to line 
up new spoasorship for the six- 
hour production scheduled for 
broadcast on Palm and Easter 
Sundays. 
A national fundamentalist 
protest began when the Rev. 
John Dekker, pastor of Cub Hill 
Bible Presbyterian Church of 
Baltimore, urged listeners on 
his radio program, "In Defense 
of Truth," to complain to NBC 
and General Motors of a 
“ misrepresentation of Jesus." 
Dekker said he had ‘‘never 
seen the thing," but he laun 
ched 
the 
appeal 
because 
producer Franco Zeffirelli al 
legedly said of the film, ‘‘the 
public has never wanted to 


accept Jesus as a man but only 
as a God.” 
“ We believe that if we’re 
going to have a representation 
of Christ at Easter, let’s have 
the Christ of Scripture rather 
than the Christ of Zeffirelli," 
Dekker said. 
The NBC production features 
an all-star cast with Anne 
Bancroft, Ernest Borgnine^ 
Claudia 
Cardinale, 
Jam es 
Karentino, James Earl Jones, 
Stacy Keach, James Mason, 
Laurence Olivier, Christopher 
Plum m er, Anthony 
Quinn. 
Ralph Richardson, Rod Steiger 
and Peter Ustinov. 
While withdrawing financial 
backing, GM still voiced sup­ 
port for the film People who 
wrote GM President EM .Estes 
protesting the sponsorship of 
the special received a letter 
saying: 
“ We have reviewed the film 
in General Motors and have 
found nothing in it to support a 
belief that it denies the deity of 
Jesus 
or 
is 
in

blasphemous or otherwise un­ 
suitable." 
The US.Catholic Conference, 
meanwhile, said, ‘The rumor 
being spread by perhaps well 
intentioned groups that the ...

Workmen's Comp Rise 
Seen Next Few Years 


COLUMBUS (U PI) - The 
cost of worker's compeasation 
insurance will almost certainly 
rise in the next few years, 
according to the administrator 
of the Ohio Bureau of Worker’s 
Compensation. 
Robert C. Daugherty said 
Monday the increase, due to 
escalating medical costs, was 
under study by the Bureau and 
the Ohio Industrial Commission 
as one of several steps to help 
eliminate the $13 billion deficit 
in the fund estimated by an 
independent auditor 
Many other steps will have to 
be taken, he emphasized Some 
have already been implemen­ 
ted. 
Daugherty said the Commis­ 
sion might reexamine the 21,000 
permanent-total 
disability 
claims now on the books, nearly 
half of which were met with 
lump-sum payments 


Daugherty said the Bureau 
had established a general 
ledger system to “ accurately 
reflect ail monies received and 
disbursed bv the Bureau “ 


Without this system. Ernst & 
Erast said last week in its audit 
that there had been “ an alar­ 
ming lack of overall accounting 
control’’ and “ an almost total 
absence of checks and balan­ 
ces” within the fund. 


Redesign of administration of 
the fund by 1979 was mandated 
by the Ohio General Assembly 
last year, but, said Daugherty, 
“ I suggest there is too much at 
stake. We have to beat these 
deadlines and I assure you we 
will." 


"We are not willing to settle 
for a passive approach," said 
Daugherty. 
Changes In Law Would Hike 
Energy Use, Study Claims 


Amendments to the Clean Air 
Act, soon to be considered by 
Congress, 
will 
increase the 
nation’s energy consumption 
and provide fewer benefits at 
much higher costs to the con­ 
sumer, according to studies 
presented Friday to the House 
Subcommittee on Health and 
the Environment by the Edison 
Electric Institute. 
Conducted by a nationally 
known expert on energy and 
environmental economics, Dr 
Lewis J 
Perl 
of 
National 
Economic Research Associates 
(N ERA), the studies indicate 
that the present Clean Air Act 
will directly 
and 
indirectly 
increase use of energy in the U. 
S. by an equivalent of 333 
million barrels of oil during the 
period from 1976 to 1990, Edison 
officials said 
"Congress is considering the 
adoption of another layer of air 
pollution law and additional 
controls to be imposed on top of 
present 
controls 
which 
are 
already being seriously ques­ 
tioned,” said John R 
White, 
Ohio Edison Co. president 
‘The question today is how 
clean is clean. Without a doubt, 
that last little bit of cleanup is 
terribly exorbitant in terms of 
capital and energy costs in 
relation to any benefits which 
may be gained Industry', labor, 
civic organizations and govern 
ment officials are beginning to 
question whether any health 


need at all will be served under 
controls being imposed under 
present law." 
The proposed amendments 
would increase that 
energy 
consumption directly related to 
the Clean A ir Act by 48 per cent 
to a total of 494 million barrels 
of oil during the 14-year period, 
according to Dr. Perl 
In a cost-effectiveness coqri- 
parison of the original Clean 
Air Act with the 
proposed 
amendments, NERA found that 
the original act would reduce 
sulfur dioxide emissions in 1990

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Route Relocation Tabled 
Lisbon Council OKs Sewer 
Rates For Proposed Line 


LISBON — After nearly three 
years, Village Council has 
passed 
as 
an 
emergency 
measure at the insistence of the 
county commissioners on rates 
it will charge for sewage to 
homes to be served by a pro­ 
posed sewer line from 
the 
village treatment plant to the 
Joint Vocational School, now 
under coastruction, and some 
66 area residences and busi­ 
nesses. 
Councilman Harry (Gus) 
Prudner dissented on motions 
for passage of the legislation 
and for suspending Council’s 
rules, with the vote on each 
being 4-1. Councilman Harold 
Mattix was absent. 
The rate of 62*6 cents per 1,- 
000 gallons is identical to the 
amount the village charges to 
those residing outside the 
village limits, or 150 per cent of 
the $.417 cents per thousand 
that is charged village resi­ 
dents. 
Commissioners Bert Dailey 
and Robert Curran attended the 
session. 
Daily specifically 
asked for passage as an emer­ 
gency, noting that an applica­ 
tion for funds to aid in sewer 
construction 
cannot 
proceed 
until Council sets a rate 
JO SEPH 
SMITH 
of 
East 
Liverpool, vocational director 
for the JVSD , and several 
others 
also 
attended 
the 
meeting. 
Reed McClure, village con­ 
sulting engineer, said it has 
been estimated that 41,000 gal- 
loas of waste would be treated 
daily at the plant, which now 
processes 1^7,926 gallons a day. 
It was designed to handle 500,- 
000 gallons daily. 
Council approved legislation 
with 
the county 
to handle 
sewage in 1974, but no rate was 
ever set. The joint vocational 
facility is expected to begin 
operation in September. 
It was pointed out during the 
session that state law requires 
that those residing within 200 
feet of the sewer must hook onto 
it. 
After listening to the com­ 
plaints of some 
14 persons 
attending the opening of the 
session on the proposed reloca­ 
tion of Rt. 164 and receiving a 
petition containing 66 signa­ 
tures objecting to making 
Lincoln Ave. ‘‘a truck route,” 
Council agreed to table the 
proposed relocation for further 
study 
The proposed controversial 
relocation of Kt. 164 from W. 
Washington St. a block north to 
W Lincoln Way, was revealed 
by Mayor Franklin Rudibaugh 
when he announced at the Feb. 
28 meeting of Council that he 
had written the Department of 
Transportation to consider the 
feasibility of the change. 
MAYOR RUDIBAUGH last 
night reiterated several times 
that the state must approve any 
relocation. He argued that the 
state would restore W Wash­ 
ington St. one time, but that the 
relocation would make the 
street a residential one and the 
village would have to handle 
maintenance onS. Market St. to 
W. Washington, and then west 
to S. Lincoln. 
The 
proposed 
rerouting 
would result in the widening of 
the turn from W. Lincoln Way 
onto 
S. 
Lincoln 
Council 
President Ixirry Evans pointed 
out to the audience that the 
state does not assume any re­ 


sponsibility now for main­ 
taining state routes within 
municipalities, but is limited by 
the availability of funds. 
The petition was presented to 
Council by John Howell, who 
acted as principal spokesman 
for the delegation. 
The petition said S. Lincoln 
Ave. residents ‘‘are opposed to 
the idea of changing Lincoln 
Ave. into a truck route.” It 
cited primarily parking prob­ 
lems for Lincoln Ave. residents 
Other speakers cited speed­ 
ing vehicles and depreciation of 
property values. 
COUNCIL ALSO authorized 
advertising for bids for the re­ 
surfacing on E Washington St. 
from S. Market to Jackson St., 
N. Beaver St. from W. Lincoln 
Way to N. Market St., Thomas 
Rd from W. Lincoln Way to W 
Chestnut St. and N. Jefferson 
St. from E. Chestnut St. to E. 
High St. 


Solicitor Jerry Ward was in­ 
structed to see that the legal 
notice for bids provides the 
projects can be bid separately 
or combined projects. 
Council tabled and referred 
to its property committee a 
request from William Welsh, 
street commissioner, for the 
purchase of a used Interna­ 
tional Scout for $900 and a new 
Myers plow for the vehicle at a 
cost of $811. The Cemetery 
Board would contribute $700 
toward the total cost for the 
machine and plow. 
Council also authorized the 
purchase of 28 no parking signs 
on the recommendation of 
Police 
Chief 
Kenneth 
McKenzie. 
It also approved sending five 
volunteer firemen to a one-day 
school at Kent State University 
at a total cost of $35. Fire Chief 
Alfred Fitch had requested the 
program.

abandoned strip mined, even if 
the land is now now privately 
owned. 
Bowers said some legislators 
has 
expressed 
fears 
that 
private landowners might real­ 
ize ’’windfall profits’’ it their 
land in cre ase s in value after it 
is reclaimed. 
However, he repeated argu 
ments tliat tax funds are used to 
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build highways and parks, 
projects which always increase 
adjacent land values. 
Most of the initial projects 
using the money, if the bill is 
enacted, will involve "public” 
land, he said 
Bowers, however, said his bill 
may have to amended to give 
the state a lien on private land 
reclaimed with 
the use 
of 
severance taxes 
A similar bill was introduced 
in the Senate, but Bowers said a 
decision had been made to stick 
with the House version of the 
bill. 
Last year, 
the legislature 
earmarked about $3 million of 
the state’s annual $5 million 
coal severance tax collections 
to the reclamation of land strip 
mint'd prior 
to 
1972, 
when 
stringent strip mine reclama­ 
tion laws became effective. 
The remainder of the money 
was designated to plug aban­ 
doned oil and natural gas wfells.

Commerce, 
commented, "Conrail came 
into the meeting with a very 
favorable attitude and refused 
to do nothing. The meeting went 
well,” Lower said, "and the 
problems of our local shippers 
were presented and I believe 
Conrail 
will 
meet 
their 
demands.” 
In reference to the Leetonia- 
Lisbon branch 
line, 
Hatton 
advised 
local 
shippers 
that 
Conrail is studying operations 
and service on its complete 
system 
Hatton noted that 
many service problems have 
arisen 
from 
derailments 
caused by deferred main­ 
tenance from the previous 
owners and the severe winter 


Hatton also told the shippers 
that 
Conrail 
plans 
to 
rehabilitate track on a priority 
basis, with 
lines 
producing 
adequate revenue having the 
highest priority. 
The Lisbon-Leetonia line, 
which carries less than one 
million gross tons annually, will 
receive consideration 
within 
track maintenance budgetary 
limits. 
"H ow ever,” 
said 
Hatton, 
"th e 
line 
is 
not 
presently 
scheduled 
for 
rehabilitation. We will make 
every effort to improve service 
within

man-power 
limitations. 
We value

business of our shippers and 
hope that a solution to the 
problem can be worked out."

Ohio House Dems 
Offer Energy Bills 


COLUMBUS (U P I) - House 
Democrats today were to in­ 
troduce a package of six energy 
bills, including tax incentives 
for fuel-saving homeowners 
and more powers for the state 
Energy 
and 
Resource 
Development Agency (ERD A ) 
to deal with energy shortages. 
The package, including a 
proposal requiring the state to 
drill one exploratory natural 
gas well in Lake Erie, was to be 
sent immediately to the House 
Energy 
and 
Environment 
Committee, whose chairman, 
Rep. Thomas J. Carney, D- 
Boardman, also is the sponsor 
of the bills. 
The House was to reconvene 
at 11 a.m. while the Senate was 
to meet at 1:30 p.m. 
House Speaker Vernal 
G. 
Riffe Jr., D-New Boston, said 
other energy measures, "espe­ 
cially 
proposals 
relating 
to 
utility regulation and manage­ 
ment,” will be introduced later. 
Aside from the Lake Erie 
drilling pilot, the Democratic 
energy package includes bills: 
—Restructuring ERD A and 
granting it more authority to 
deal with energy crises 
—Granting tax credits for 
energy conservation improve­ 
ments in residences. 
— Promoting increased 
energy efficiency by state 
government. 
—Establishing public educa­ 
tion 
programs 
on 
energy 
conservation. 
Meanwhile, a once-vetoed bill 
requiring supermarkets which 
use computer pricing codes to 
stamp the price in plain 
numbers on most of their retail 
items is starting tow-ork its way 
through the legislative 
mill 
again.

A scaled-down version of the 
bill which drew Gov. James 
Rhodes’ veto last year is now in 
a House subcommittee and 
may be voted out next week or 
the week after. 
Rep. Sherrod Brown, D- 
Mansfield, chairman of 
the 
House Commerce and Labor 
subcommittee, said opposition 
testimony would be heard today 
and that" amendments wiH be 
considered next week. 
Brown’s 
original bill also 
included a requirement that the 
cost * per unit be printed on 
items to allow shoppers to 
compare values by weight and 
volume. 
It also required the "shelf- 
life” of the product to be listed 
on perishable items to ensure 
that consumers 
were 
not 
purchasing stale or spoiled 
food. That provision later 
became law as a separate bill. 
Rhodes vetoed the measure 
on grounds it would 
“ cost, 
rather than save money, for thè 
consumer.” 
The governor also com­ 
plained that the state Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture would have 
to employ 20 additional in* 
spectors to enforce the law ai 
an annual cost of $487,000. He 
said computer pricing should 
be allowed “ to operate in a free 
market system, unimpeded by 
government.” 
* 
Brown said only the item 
pricing proposal is left in his, 
bill, and that unit pricing was 
taken out because opposition 
arguments about cost could 
jeopardize passage. He said he 
might offer unit pricing as 
separate legislation. 
Brown said item pricing is 
already established in stores; 
and should be easier to accept.

Sugaring Sticks Family Together 


Farm Editor 
The 
m aple 
sugaring 
mystique is one erf rural Ohio’s 
most enduring links with a 
simpler time, when chores 
around house and barn took 
second place to N atu re’s 
signaled arrival of the end of 
winter’s worst. 
The process, like about 
everything else good and 
d ecen t, 
has 
been 
com ­ 
mercialized, but perhaps even 
the little plastic jug consumers 
take home gives them a feeling 
of ow nership in living off of one 
of a forest’s most accessible 
dividends. 
The mystique has endured 
because skills have been 
passed on from generation to 
generation, but also because 
the whole process touches so 
much of the people who par­ 
ticipate. Sight, sound, taste 
and the feeling of warmer 
weather all play a part. 
The process starts on the 


Harold 
Sanor 
farm 
on 
Rochester Rd. like it does 
anywhere, tapping the trees 
and waiting for a “run” of the 
maple tree sap. Buckets hung 
on the spiles collect the sap, 
which comes in hues of palest 
green and azure 
The final product — maple 
syrup or “molasses” to some 
in the trade — ranges in color 
over the season from a light 
gold to a brown, much the 
same as honey varies in color 
from source to source. The 
syrup Harold and his family 
end up with now is much 
clearer than the end product 
his father, Elgie, used to get. 
The elder Sanor had made sap 
into syrup for about 50 years, 
beginning in 1900. 
FOB 
HAROLD 
and 
his 
wife, 
M argaret, 
sugaring 
started as a hobby in 1974, 
when they put out 200 buckets. 
Last season they put out 400 
buckets and 
plastic recep­ 
tacles, the level they have 
maintained this year as well. 
It’s become something more 
than a hobby. 
H arold adm its sugaring 
pays for itself, but says he 


wouldn’t continue it if he didn't 
enjoy the work. 
He oversees the evaporation 
in 
his 
cement-floor 
sugarhouse, boiling down the 
sap. His wife and son, Grant, 
haul in the sweet liquid from 
the woods in a 120-gallon tank 
mounted on a 
two-wheeled 
cart. These three Sanors, and 
Laura, 10, managed to con­ 
sume eight gallons of syrup 
since last season. They make it 
mostly for themselves, Harold 
says, and sell the rest. The 
crop was low last year, about 
25 gallons, but was up to about 
100 galloas in 1975. 
To get a gallon of syrup, 
from between 50 and 75 gallons 
of sap must be boiled and 
boiled. Harold’s three by eight 
foot stainless steel evaporator 
is quite an improvement over 
the old-fashioned method when 
a single tub was used from 
start to finish. 
His made-in-Canada two pan 
system utilizes a pre-heater 
before the sugar water drops 
intoa flue pan to boil furiously. 
The ear of the syrup maker 
must be tuned for a popping, 
rollicking boil. A build-up of 
foam reduces heat, quiets the 
cooking sounds and prolongs 
the interim between sap and 
syrup 
THE 
REM EDY 
for 
foaming is the same for Harold 
as it was for his father — a dab 
of butter. That’s all. He can’t 
explain it — "maybe it's the 
fat” — but knows it works. 
An automatic device in the 
final trough of the second pan, 
called the syrup pan, lets the 
syrup which has reached the 
correct consistency, drain off 
into a bucket. 
Harold can visually tell 
about when it’s done by dip­ 
ping a metal scoop and wat­ 
ching the drip formation on the 
scoop’s bottom edge. When the 
drops 
form 
slowly 
and 
reluctantly fall back into the 
pan, it’s time to draw To test 
his 
judgm ent, 
a 
sugar 
barom eter with a weighted 
bottom floats at the 211 degree 
mark when the syrup is done 
The finished syrup is poured 
through a double filter, first a 
sheet of special filtering paper 
then a 
thick wool blanket 
which 
is 
the 
standard 
procedure for obtaining a 
clear, sediment free product 
Between listening for the 
proper foam gurgle, dipping 
his scoop into the thickening 
sap, and letting more sap into 
the evaporator, Harold has to 
fire-up 
his 
evaporator. 
Opening the burning chamber 
door cools things down, but he 
has to poke around the yard- 
long pieces which are already 
blazing and stuff in more wood 
about every 10 minutes 
He savs if it weren’t for the 
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ONE MORE 
BUCKET— 
Mrs. Margaret Sanor pours 
another bucket of sap into a 
gathering tank which is used to 


haul the maple sap from the 
woods to a sugaring house 
where it is boiled down into 
thick syrup. 
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help of his wife and son in 
gathering the sap, “it wouldn’t 
go.” The paths running across 
the farm’s fields are deeply 
rutted by the many trips the 
tractor-trailer tank and crew 
makes to harvest the first crop 
of the year. 
Margaret has found the best- 
yielding trees are located to 
the outside of the woods where 
they 
receive 
unblocked 
sunlight and wind. The size of a 
tree is not always a good in­ 
dication of its sap productivity. 
Also, the trees vary from 
year to year in their output 
‘T hey’re just like people,” 
Mrs. Sanor explains “You can 
never tell what they’re going to 
do.” 
IN RECENT years, plastic 
bags have begun to replace 
metal buckets as collectors. 
Where the buckets need to be 
uncovered, unhooked, 
dum­ 
ped, placed back on the spile 
and then recovered, the plastic 
bags are emptied by merely 
tipping to side. But care must 
be taken to place the plastic 
receptacles in a quiet area 
away from wind, for a wind­ 
blown, back-and-forth motion 
across rough maple bark will 
scratch them and cause leaks. 
When the gathering tank has 
had its fill, it is pulled back to 
the sugaring house as the fresh 
sap sloshes about and squirts 
out a sweet spray from time to 
time. 
Sugaring for the family “just 
sorta comes natural” Harold 
claims. He maintains Ohio 
syrup is every bit as good as 
that made in Vermont or New 
Hampshire, and the local stuff 
is usually cheaper, as well. 
When the maple sap flow 
diminishes to a trickle, and the 
buckets no longer fill during 
the over-night hours, Harold 
will fill up his evaporator one 
last time, then leave it to soak. 
The fresh sap will work over 
the course of a month to 
cleanse every particle of 
sediment and hardened foam 
from the apparatus. 
THE 
LEAVES 
on 
the 
mighty maples will be out 
before the syrupm aker is 
drained and begins its wait for 
the next season. 
Harold and Grant plan to put 
away wood for next year’s 
sugaring this spring, hopefully 
spring 
chores 
and 
field 
preparation demand equal or 
more than equal time. 
Harold and his family don’t 
have 
the biggest 
sugaring 
operation in the area, by any 
m eans 
But 
their 
fam ily 
teamwork in carrying on the 
tradition exemplifies one of the 
most 
cherished

farm life working together to 
make the most of what the 
earth yields up

COLUMBUS — A fter a 
public hearing held in accord­ 
ance with the Ohio statutes, 
John Stackhouse, Director of 
the Ohio 
D epartm ent 
of 
Agriculture, has ordered the 
adoption of a new regulation 
pertaining to the health of 
horses and other equine ani­ 
mals. The purpose of this 
regulation is to protect the 
horse industry of the state and 
to prevent the spread of a dis­ 
ease known as Equine Infec­ 
tious Anemia. 
The new regulation provides 
that 
all 
equine 
anim als 
(horses, mules, asses, ponies) 
twelve months old or older 
which are offered for sale or 
trade within Ohio must be 
given an official test for 
E quine Infectious Anemia 
The test must be administered 
within 60 days immediately 
preceding the offer to sell or 
trade, and the animal must be 
classed “ n egative” to the 
Coggins test. 
Animals slaughtered within 
72 hours after sale or trade are 
exempt from this requirement. 
ANIMALS CONSIGNED to a 
livestock dealer or auction for 
sale other than slau g h ter 
within 72 hours must be tested 


and held in quarantine either 
at 
the 
auction 
barn 
or 
premises of the purchaser 
until the results of the test are 
known. 
A regulation requiring an 
official test of equine animals 
shown at Ohio exhibitions 
rem ains in effect w ithout 
change. 
Exhibition 
animals 
must be classed “negative” to 
an official test perform ed 
within a twelve month period 
preceding the closing date of 
the exhibition. 
During the past three years 
of testing, 275 horses were 
identified as infected and were 
q u aran tin ed or destroyed. 
Some anim als may be only 
“carriers” and appear healthy 
in all respects while others 
mav die or become chronically 
ill. 
Continuation of the current 
testing program plus the re­ 
quired test on sale anim als will 
provide a program equal to 
neighboring states in an effort 
to eradicate the disease.

Days Set For 1977

season at the C ooperative 
Extension office on Nelson 
Ave., Lisbon. 
And 
what’s 
even 
better, 
Gary 
Meiter 
makes 
house 
calls. 
He started with the office at 
the beginning of this month, in 
time to assist those early birds 
startin g 
plants 
indoors 
(broccoli, 
peppers 
and 
tomatoes) for transplanting 
when lasting warm weather 
arrives. 
Meiter, of S. Lincoln Ave., 
Salem, has been interested in 
plants ever since he was five 
years old, he maintains. He is 
a graduate of Mount Union 
College in Alliance, where he 
took courses in general biology 
and conducted extensive lab 
projects in plant breeding and 
environmental effects on plant 
growth. 
He 
later worked 
in 
the 
greenhouse of the form er 
Almart store in Boardman. 
Meiter says he 
has ex­ 
perience 
or 
training 
in 
anything in the plant line the 
hom eow ner 
is 
concerned 
w ith—ornam ental 
shrubs, 
house 
plants, 
law ns 
and 
vegetable and flower gardens. 
THE 
HORTICULTURE 
specialist isn’t dogmatic on 
any particular type of plant 
care, saying he’ll 
lena in­ 
struction to the best of his 
ability for “whatever people 
want.” 
If organic gardeners have 
bugs but don’t want to use an 
insecticide, he will suggest a 
natural mixtue of vegetable 
juices which are reputed to 
repel unwanted intruders. 
“A 
lot 
of 
what 
organic 
gardeners use is very sound. If 
you 
can 
get 
by 
w ithout 
chemicals, all the better” he 
says. He uses sprays himself 
on his garden, but tries to keep 
use to a minimum. 
If his previous work ex­ 


perience and study were not 
enough to show his dedication 
to the plant world, M eiter’s 
e x te n siv e 
e x p e rim e n ta l 
plantings this year would 
certainly earn him su p e r­ 
g ardener statu s by them ­ 
selves. 


HE IS PLANNING tests on 
three A ll-Am erican flow er 
varieties — Primrose Lady 
and Yellow Galore marigolds 
and Show Girl geraniums— 
and 
four 
A ll-A m erican 
vegetables — Spirit pumpkin. 
Savoy Ace cabbage, Melody 
spinach and scaliopini squash. 
Other plants under his ex­ 
perimental eye will be the 
Sweet 100 tomato, and Table 
Ace sauash. 


One method under testing in 
his plot is wide-row planting 
where vegetables are planted 
in a swath from one to three 
feet wide. He says 
peas 
planted in a yard-wide row 
shade themselves 
therefore 
holding moisture better and 
make better use of space. 
Lettuce would be sown in a 
foot-wide row. 


He is also trying container 
gardening, 
a 
technique of­ 
fering great promise for urban 
residents who don’t have 
access to garden plots. New 
bush varieties of canteloupe, 
squash and cucumbers take up 
much less space and can be 
container grown. 


Meiter is also trying an all- 
year mulch system. A thick 
layer of leaves 
is 
merely 
flushed back when it is time to 
put in seeds or plants. There’s 
little moisture loss, no plowing 
and little weeding. 


Other plants Meiter will be 
checking out include a honey- 
drip melon claimed to contain 
14 per 
cent 
sugar; 
sabre 
coleus, which feature compact 
growth and no seed stalks; a 
new color of two-inch blooms 
impatieas named Tangleglow; 
and G randeur ground a r ­ 
tichokes, reputed to be the first 
fleshy head artichoke able to 
be grown from seed. 


M eiter is waiting to help out 
county residents. He plans to 
be in his office until noon early 
this spring, but anticipates 
being ”on-location” most of his 
full-time working days once 
lawns and gardens start really 
growing, along with problems 
of proper care and cultivation

D w arf French m arigolds 
grow no higher than 9 to 12 in. 
at maturity and form compact 
globes of yellow, 
gold 
or 
orange color. They come close 
to being the perfect flower for 
edgings because of their early 
blooming (45 to 50 days from 
seeds); 
constant, 
prolonged 
flowering, tidiness and self- 
healing properties if . stepped 
on. A band of dwarf marigolds 
around 
beds 
of 
taller 
spreading flowers will contain 
them 
neatly 
and 
unob­ 
trusively.

Knowing Your Meats 
Can Save You Money 


The Colonial farm wife’s 
stove was an open fireplace, 
and meal preparation could be 
both an arduous and smokey 
chore. One observer of the day 
reported, “This was a hard 
way to cook Women would 
nearly break their backs lift­ 
ing these heavy kettles on and 
off, burn their faces, smoke 
their eyes, singe their hair, 
blister their hands and scorch 
their clothes.” 
Another pioneer recalled his 
days on the frontier in the late 
1700’s: “Matches were not in 
use, hence fires were covered 
with ashes at night so as to 
preserve some live coals in the 
morning. Rich people had a 
little pair of bellows to blow 
these live coals into a blaze but 
poor people had to do the best 
they could with their mouths. 
After having nearly smoked 
out my eyes trying to blow 
coals into life, I have had to 
give it up and go to a neighbor 
to borrow a shovel of fire.” 
The most important utensil 
for fireplace cooking was, nat­ 
urally, the dinner pot, a stew­ 
ing kettle which held five to ten 
gallons and weighed 20 or 
more pounds Into this went 
meat and vegetables for the 
hearty stews that sustained the 
frontier men. Conquering a 
new land was hard work. The 
quantity of food was much 
more important to them than 
what they ate or how they ate 
it. 
Meats might also be fried on 
the coals in a spider or skillet, 
or roasted on a spit before the 
fire, with a pan for drippings 
beneath. 
One way 
many 
colonials roasted fowl or joints 
of meat was to suspend them in 


Mystery Farm 
Answer 


Last week’s farm is owned 
by Donna and Frederick White 
and is located on Rt. 62 about 
one mile west of Damascus. 
During the summer when their 
son, Fred, is home from Ohio 
State University, he helps to 
raise small grain and corn 
crops on the 93 acres of the 
home farm and about 50 rented 
acres.

The common fireplace predated even these early cooking and 
heating conveniences of farm homes. 
front of the fireplace with a 
cord tied tp a rafter. The meat 
had to be turned frequently, 
usually by hand. Advertise­ 
ments for a mechanical turner 
appeared 
in 
Benjamin 
Franklin’s 
“Pennsylvania 
Gazette” in 1740. 
One Colonial farmer des­ 
cribed the kitchen utensils 
thus: The crane had a set of 
rods with hooks on each end, 
graduated in length so as to 
hang the kettle at the proper 
height from the fire. In ad­ 
dition to kettles we had the 
long-handled frying-pan, the 
three-legged short handled 
spider and the griddle for 
buckwheat cakes. Then there 
was the bake-kettle or oven, 
with legs and a closely fitted 
*. In this was baked the 
cover. 
pone 
(cornpone) 
for 
the 
family. I can say truthfully 
that pone was not used more 
than thirty days a month.” 
Com in all its splendid vari­ 
ety was a staple of the colonial 
diet, and the methods for 
preserving it were almost as 
numerous at the methods of 
cooking it. Settlers who were 
remote from gristmills had 
two methods of grinding com. 
One was grinding it with a 
hand mill, the other was with a 
mortar and pestle. The mortar 
of the first settlers, like that of 
the Indians, was a large block 
of wood with a burnt out hole a 
foot or more deep. The pestle 


was a long, rounded stone 
weighing 10 or 12 pounds, or a 
long, rounded block of wood. 
Table utensils were as un­ 
glorified as the tools that were 
used to prepare the food. They 
were mostly of wood and 
homemade, with the most 
common being a trencher, a 
kind of plate. Pewter, silver, 
glassware and crockery were 
almost unknown in the early 
colonies, and those pieces that 
did exist were used only on 
very special occasions. 
There were almost no forks 
on the colonial farm table, but 
there were spoons. 
Knives 
were used not only to cut meat, 
but to convey it to the mouth.

Meat is one of America’s 
favorite foods. It is the main 
course of most meals and uses 
about one-third of the family 
food dollars. 
Only about one-fourth of a 
beef carcass can actually be 
used for steak. The same 
proportion of the hog can be 
cut into chops or steaks, which 
are usually in the greatest 
demand. This is also true for 
lamb and veal. 
What consumers are ac­ 
tually buying in some cuts is 
the lower cost meat plus the 
additional services provided 
by the butcher who processes 
the meat into the form which 
the consumer buys. Good 
examples of this are butterfly 
pork chops and boneless chuck 
roasts. Some of the services 
for which consumers pay could 
easily be done at home. With a 
little know-how, the meat, a 
sharp knife, supplies for 
packaging, and a freezer for 
storage, you can save a portion 
of your dollars. 
Before you buy or cut any 
meat, you will need to estimate 
how much your family will 
need 
for 
one 
meal. 
Nutritionists consider three 
ounces of cooked lean meat to 
be one standard size serving. 
But, most American families 
serve larger portions. 
Depending on the kind and 
cut, a pound of meat will 
provide one or more three- 
ounce servings. Bony meat 
will provide one to two ser­ 
vings per pound; moderately 
bony meat will supply two to 
three servings; 
meat with 
little bone will provide three to 
four servings; and, boneless 
cuts will be enough for four to 
five servings per pound. 
Assume you buy a blade end 
pork loin roast weighing five 
pounds. Since this cut has a 
moderate amount of bone, you 
could plan on about 10 servings 
ifuseaasa roast (more or less, 
depending on size of serving).

flaky, creamy white fat and 
red porous bones. Remember 
that some cuts are naturally 
more tender than others. Cuts 
from the less-used muscles 
along the back of the animal, 
such as the rib and loin sec­ 
tions, are more tender than 
those from the chuck, round, 
plate, flank, brisket, or shank. 
Store fresh beef in the 
coldest part of the refrigerator 
or in the section intended for 
meat. Cooked beef must be 
chilled rapidly and stored in 


the coldest part of the re­ 
frigerator. If the meat is to be 
held more than three days, it 
should be frozen. 
Fresh pork should have 
firm, fine-grained, velvety 
muscle. It should be lean and 
marbled with flecks of fat. 
Look for a grayish pink color 
with an exterior cover of 
moderately firm, white fat. 
Store fresh pork uncovered 
or loosely covered in the 
coldest part of the refrigera­ 
tor. Cured and smoked pork 
should be kept in the original 
wrapper in the refrigerator 
and not held for longer than 
one to two weeks. Cooked pork 
needs to be cooled quickly, 
covered, and stored in the re­ 
frigerator.

Giving Old Lawn New 
Life Is Easy Enough 


Renovation of a lawn without 
cultivation saves labor, but the 
outcome 
is 
usually 
less 
assured than if the soil is tilled. 
Ideally, old vegetation should 
be knocked out first, but farm 
chemicals such as are used for 
no-till corn (which leave no 
toxic residues in the soil) are 
seldom available at garden 
centers. Even if chemical 
knockdown is 
not feasible, 
mowing the old vegetation to 
mere stubble does set it back 
for 
awhile, 
giving 
new 
seedlings a bit of opportunity. 
Before 
spreading 
seed, 


scarify the surface enough to 
expose mineral soil. Energetic 
hand raking may work for 
small lawns, but turf-thinning 
machines (“ power rake” , “ de- 
thatcher” , 
or 
some such 
name) save a lot of sweat with 
larger lawns. The machines 
slice shallowly into the soil, 
kicking up a lot of duff in the 
process, excellent for the 
compost pile or for shrub 
mulching. 
Then it’s merely a matter of 
marrying good seed to soil. A 
high quality seed mixture will 
contain millions of seeds to the

a TODAY’S TREASURES 


Another generation 
discovers toleware

Our local craft shop has 
announced the formation of a 
class in tole painting. 
Tole, or toleware, is one of 
those words that^has become a 
^catcbffir’ iHjithe antique 
dommclature. iChiginally, it 
oerivedfrom thè French, “tole 
Iwinte,” which was painted 
sheet-iron. But the origin of the

the early Mhrt of the 17th 
itury Engfind was im- 
ting targe quantities of 
juered (Ejects from the 
Orient. It was a natural 
development that tinsmiths 
began imitating these oriental 
designs 
with 
their

Óiethods. And, Jt was only 
nhtural that thte English ware 
was named “Japan” and the 
process of ornamoitation was 
named “japanning.” 
By the end of the 17th cen- 
tU|7 it was po^ibte to produce 
thin .sheets of iron, plate it with 
tfo and cover it with a hard 
finish of varnish. 
American japanned tinware 
had its origin about the end of 
the 18th century, although 
tinplate had been an important 
English import in the Colonies 
prior to the Revolutionary 
War. 
By about 1790, America had

its own japanning indust^, 
fostered by industrious tin­ 
smiths who employed peddlers 
to sell for them. Traveling 
first on foot, then by horseback 
and later by horse and wagon, 
American peddlers scattered 
the colorful tin from North to 
South throughout the East and 
M idwest.

Production methods of the 
tin plate retarded the size of 
objects somewhat. The thin 
sheets were about 10 x 14 in­ 
ches and japanned trays were 
usually produced with a half 
sheet, a whole one or by 
splicing two together with a 
center seam. 
Favorite objects for the craft 
were trays, sugar bowls and 
boxes, d ^ boxes, tea caddies 
and pots, coffee pots; hanks, 
cases far knitting needle cases 
and other small, utilitarian 
hou..ehold items. 
Designs for these ranged 
from those copied from ridhly 
wrougM oriental pieces to the 
simplistic fruit and flowers 
motif. Colors of American 
pieces were generally b ri^ t 
rimary colors, while English 
panners used ^ Id leaf and 
designs requiring greater 
technical skill. Black was the 
favorite background color, 
although green and red in dark 
shades also were employed. A 
tortoise shell a[q;)earance was 
“in” for a l(Hig period and 
English craftsmen developed a 
technique for using pearl shell 
in ornamentation. 
As a home craft, japanning 


was employed by. a. -large. 
number of “gentle lady’s," in 
the early 19th century. By the 
1820s, stencils which had been 
used to ornament fine fur­ 
niture, were adapted for use by 
the tin industry. However, the 
popularity of japan ware (tole) 
lasted well into the 19th cen­ 
tury and still enjoys a revival 
from time to time by home 
crafts enthusiasts. 


Cattle Prices 
Fed cattle prices have 
stayed below the $40 level 
since slipping downward in 
December, Marketings of fed 
cattle in the next few oMmths 
are lAely to equal year earli^. 
Th«:« wiU be more pork and 
broilers. Weather may be the 
strongest price factor in the 
months ahead. Continued dry 
weather could lead to further 
deterioration of pastures and 
ranges 
bringing 
nonfed 
slaughter closer to year ago 
and delaying the expected 
rebound In cattle prices until 
mid-year. On the other hand, 
adequate rains and improved 
pastures would reduce nixifed 
slaughter and mean eariier 
price improvement. 


Meat Imports 
Meat imports in 1977 will 
likely be somewhat larger than 
in 1976. U.S.State Department 
reached an agreement with 12 
major meat exporting nations 
that restricts U. S. imports to 
1.28 billion pounds, lliis is 4 


per cent more than in 1976. 
Ground beef is accounting for 
the most rapid increase in 
meat imports. In 1976, 40 per 
cent of the imports were 
ground beef compared to 28 
per cent in 1974 and 17 per cttit 
in 1972.
